Greenway Nominated in Lisgar;

Winnipeg, Ahg. 6-——The first nomination made in Manitoba for the 


coming Dominion elections took place at Morden Saturday afternoon in the 


Lisgar constituency, when Frank Greenway was elected unanimously by a 
delegation of four hundred, some of whom came ninety miles to attend.
